An Acr to incorporate the Pacific Telegraph Company. 


Secrion 1. Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of {the 
Territory of Oregon, That Charles F. Johnson, E. D. Tousley, 
Thomas Carter, Wm. M. King, G. W. Vaughn, W. H. Frush, 
Walter Pomeroy, Stephen Cofün, D. C. Coleman, James B. Ste- . 

hens, T. J. Dryer, Nelson Ham, W. T. Newby, James A. Camp- 

l, Joel Palmer, John D. Boon, E. M. Barnum, C. A, Reed, J. 
C. Avery, B. R. Biddle, Wayman St.. Clair, W. H. Barnhart, E. 
Hartless, H. Campbell, J. C. Alexander, and A. J. Hembree, and 
"their associates, successors, and assigns, are hereby created a corpo- 
ration and body politie, for the purpose of erecting and maintaining 
a line of electric telegraph from Portland to Corvallis, in said Ter- 
ritory, by the name, style, and title of “The Pacific Telegraph 
Company,? and by the same name, style, and title, shall have 
perpetual succession, and all the privileges, franchises, and immu- 
nities incident to a corporation; may sue and be sued, implead 
and be impleaded, complain and defend, in all courts of law and 
equity, of record and otherwise; may purchase, receive, have, hold, 
and enjoy, to them, their successors and assigns, lands, tenements 
and hereditaments, goods, chattels, and all estate, real, personal and 
mixed, of what kind and quality soever, and the same, from time to ` 
time, may sell, convey, mortgage, grant, alien, and dispose of, to 
make dividends of such portions of their profits as they may deem 
proper; and also make and have a common seal, the same to alter 
and renew at pleasure; and also to ordain, establish, and put in 
execution such by-laws, or ordinances and regulations, as may 
appear necessary or convenient for the government of said corpora- 
tion hereby created, not being contrary to the constitution and laws 
of the United States and this Territory; and generally may do all 
and singular the matters and things which to them shall lawfully 
appertain to do for the well being of said corporation, and the due 
management and ordering of the affairs and business of the same. 

Sec. 2. That it shall and may be lawful for the said corporation 
hereby created, to erect and construct works, edifices, fixtures, ana 
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structures along and across any of the roads, highways, streets, and 
waters within this Territory, along or across which they shall convey 
their wires, the said works to be so placed as not to interfere with 
the common use of such roads, highways, streets and waters; and 
the said corporation, and all other persons by them authorized, 
appointed, or employed, shall have power and authority to enter into 
and upon, hold, occupy, and enjoy, any land for the purpose of 
locating and constructing the said telegraph lines,’and using, repair- 
ing, maintaining, and enjoying the same, upon which the same may 
be located, or which may be necessary or convenient for the location 
of the same: provided, that such compensation previous thereto 
shall be made, secured -or tendered to the owner or owners of the 
land, as shall be agreed upon between the parties, or in such manner 
as is hereinafter mentioned. 

Sec. 8. That if the said corporation and the owner or owners of 
any land through which the said telegraph lines shall pass cannot - 
agree upon. the price or compensation to be paid by the said corpora- 
tion, for such land taken or used, or the damages done thereto, it 
shall and may be lawful for either party to apply to the judge of 
the district. court, (in vacation or term time;) within and for the 
county in which such lands shall lie, by petition, stating the facts in 
relation thereto; and thereupon it shall be the duty of said court to 
appoint three disinterested persons of the proper county, or of any 
county adjoining, and to fix,a time not less than twenty nor more 
than thirty days thereafter, for the said viewers to meet upon the , 
premises where the damages are alleged to be sustained, of which 
time and place notice shall be given by the party petitioning, to said 
viewers, and to the other party; and the said viewers, when so met; 
shall be first sworn or affirmed justly and equitably to assess the 
damages, if any, which may have been, or are hkely to be sustained 
by the owner or owners of such land, and shall then view the 
premises, and justly and equitably assess and estimate the damages 
which may have been sustained, or are likely to be sustained by the 
Owner or owners of such lands through which the said telegraph lines 
shall pass, and deducting from the damages the value of the advan- 
tages and benefits which will be likely to accrue’to the owners of 
said Jand from the said telegraph lines or works connected therewith, 
and to make out a report of their assessment of damages, signed by 
the said viewers, and returh the same to the court appointing them, | 
at the next term thereof, which report, being confirmed by said court, 
shall be considered a judgment of the said court, and collected in like 
manner as other judgments of the same court are collected, with the 
costs of the court: provided, that if the proper officer of the said 
company, at any time before application made by either party for 
the appointment of viewers, in manner hereinbefore directed, shall 
tender to the owner or owners of said land a sum of money ih full 
compensation for said damages, said company shall not be liable for 
costs on any subsequent proceeding, unless such owner of -land shall 
teceive a larger sum than the previous tender of said company: 
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NE. 
provided, however, that ‘the said judgment shall be subject to 
reversal upon appeal, or by writ of error, taken by either party, as 
other judgments in the same court are liable. 
Sec. 4. That if any person or persons shall wilfully or know- 
ingly break, injure, destroy, or interrupt the telegraph lines and 
communications, or any part<thereof,'or any work, erection, edifice, 
structure, or device, or any part thereof, to be erected by the said 
company in pursuance of this act, he, she, or they shall pay to the 
-Baid corporation, one hundred dollars for said offence, and shall be 
‘further liable for all damages which the said corporation may suffer 
in repairing the injury, and from the interruption of their business, 
to be recovered in an action of trespass; and if any person, incur- 
ring the penalty aforesaid, shall, through insolvency or other cause, 
be unable or fail to pay the. penalty or damages aforesaid, and shall 
a second time commit trespass upon the said lines, or any part 
thereof, as aforesaid, he, she, or they shall be liable, upon conviction 
thereof, to an imprisonment in the county jail of not less than one 
month, nor more than six months. 
Sec. 5. That the stock of said company shall consist of shares 
-of one hundred dollars each, to be issued to those who have hereto- 
fore, or may hereafter furnish funds for the construction and improve- 
ment of said line of telegraph, as may be agreed upon: provided, 
thatthe funds to be raised for the construction of said line of tele- 
graph, putting the same in operation, and from time to time adding 
to and improving it, and paying expenses thereof, shall be only 
applied to that purpose, and shall not.be invested or-employed for 
any other purpose whatever; said shares shall be deemed personal 
property, and be transferrable in such manner as the said corporation 
may by their by-laws provide. 
Sec. 6. "The said corporation shall have power to connect by con- 
tract with other persons or corporations having other telegraphic lines 
within or out of this Territory, and,also shall have power to make, 
use, and maintain any connecting or side lines to intermediate-towns ' 
and villages within this Territory. 
Sec. 7. That the persons named in the first section of this act, 
or any five of them, shall call a meeting, to be held on the first 
Tuesday of March next, or at any other convenient time, of the 
corporate body hereby created, giving three weeks’ notice of the 
time and plate of holding the same, in at least one newspaper in the 
Territory of Oregon, for the puryose of choosing a president, secre- 
tary, and treasurer, and four directors; which four directors, with 
the “president, shall constitute the board of directors .for the 
management of its affairs. 
^ Sec. 8. That the president, directors, secretary, and treasurer 
iof gaid- corporation. hereby created, shall hold their offices for the 
term-of one year; and until their successors shall be elected, and 
^&hall exercise-all such powers pertaining to the making, maintaining, 
ase; and management of said telegraph Imes, and the affairs, interest, 
-and-basiness of thevsaid corporation, anthorized by its by-laws, and 
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not incompatible with the constitution and laws of the United States 
and the laws of this Territory. 

Sec. 9. That the annual meeting of the said corporation shall 
be held on the second 'l'uesday of June in each and every year 
hereafter, unless the stockholders, at an annual meeting, shall other- 
- wise direct; and special meetings shall be called by the president 
and directors whenever, in their opinion, the interests of the com- 
pany may require it, or when it may be demanded by: persons holding 
one-third of the capital stock, such reasonable notice to be given of 
the time and place of holding such meetings as may be prescribed by 
the by-laws of the corporation. 

Src. 10. ‘That at every election of officers each share shall 
. entitle the holder thereof to one vote, to be given by ballot: provided, 
that no one stockholder shall be entitled, on account of the stock 
held by him, to cast more than one sixth of the entire vote to which 
all the shares, if held singly, would be entitled; and absent 
stockholders may vote by agents or proxies, producing written 
authority. 

Sec. 11, That the said corporation shall be bound, on applica- 
-tion of any of the officers of this Territory, or of the United States, 

- acting in the event of any war, insurrection, riot, or other civil com- 

motion or resistance of public authority, or in the prevention or pun- 

ishment of crime, or with the arrest of persons charged or suspected 
thereof, to give to the communication of such officers immediate 
despatch ; for transmitting such communications the company shall 

a no higher price than for private ‘communications of the same 
ength. 

Mo 12. Dividends of the profits of the company shall be 
declared semi-annually, in the months of January and July in each 
- year, or oftener, if the company shall direct: provided, that no 
dividend shall be declared which shall impair the capital stock of 
said company. ' 

Sec. 18. That it may be lawful for the Legislative Assembly 
hereafter to alter, amend, or repeal this act, when the public good or 
wants of the company may require it. 

Sec. 14. "This act shall take effect from and after its passage.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Oregon, That James Rice, C. S. Silver, Philip Harris, 
> Felix Sanders, Charles Lewis, A. J. Masters, — Lindsay, and’ 
, such other persons as shall be appointed with them, or subscribing to 
. the capital stock of this company, be and the same are hereby. con- 
. stituted and declared a body politic and corporate, by the name and

style of “The Tualitin River Bridge Company," for the purpose of 
constructing a bridge across the Tualitin river; at some point between _ 
Hillsboro? and Scholl’s ferry, on said river; and for such purposes 
the-said company is hereby authorized and empowered, to have and 
receive, purvhase and possess, enjoy and retain, lands, rents, goods 
and chattels, and effects of any kind, and to any amount within the 
capital stock of said company, as limited by this act, necessary to 
carry into effect the object of this corporation, and the same to use, 
alien, sell, and dispose of at pleasure, sue, aud be sued, defend and 
be defended, 1n all courts having competent jurisdiction; to have and to 
use `a common seal, the same to break, alter or amend at pleasure; to - 
ordain and establish such rules, regulations, and by-laws as may bé 
necessary for the well bemg of said corporation, subject, however, to ` 
the constitution of the United States, the Jaws of Congress, and of 

„this Territory, and the restrictions and limtations contained in this 
act. 

Sec. 2. The capital stock of this company may be fifty thousand 
dollars, divided into shares of one hundied dollars each, transferrable 
in entire shares in such manner as the rules of the corporation shall 
hereafter prescribe: provided, that no stockholder shall, without the 
consent of the directors, be at liberty to transfer his stock after any 
instalment shall be ordered, until such stockholder shall have paid 
the money due on his stock.

Sec. 8. Whenever such bridge shall be completed, the presi- 
dent and directors shall have power to erect a gate thereon, and 
ordain and establish a rate of tolls for passing over said bridge, and 
appoint a collector, who shall collect the same from all and every 
person or persons passing thereon with their goods, carriages, or 
animals of every kind : provided, however, the following shall be the 
maximum of said tolls, viz:

the debts or liabilities contracted by the company, each and every

Russell, and'sueh other persons as may be associated with them by 
subscription to the capital stock of this company, be and they are 
hereby constituted and declared a body politic and corporate, by the 
name and style of ““The Table Rock Water Company," for the 
purpose of constructing a ditch and flume to convey the waters of 
Applegate creek, from a point to be hereafter designated by said 
company, to the mines in the vicinity of Sterling and Jacksonville, 
Jackson county; and for such purpose the said company is hereby 
authorized and empowered to have and receive, purchase and pos- 
sess, enjoy and ‘retain, lands and rents, goods and chattels, and 
effects of any kind, and to any amount, (within the capital stock of 
the said company, as limited by this act,) necessary to carry into 
effect the object of this corporation, and the same to use, alien, sell,

Sec. 11. That smd ditch and fume shall be constructed so as to 
convey the water as set forth in this act, within two years from the 
passage of this act, otherwise this act, and every part thereof, to be 
of no vahdity or effect. . 


Sec. 12. That as soon as said ditch and flume shall be con- 
structed as aforesaid, and tolls collected thereon for the use'of the 
water conveyed by the same, the president of said company shall, 
under oath, list the capital stock and other property of said company 
for taxation as other property is there listed by law. 


SEc. 18. Said company shall be subject to the provisions of any 
general law which now is, or may hereafter be enacted, regulating 
the mode of taxation, and the capital stock and property of said

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Oregon, That all such persons as are, or may hereafter , 
become, and shall so remain, members of Oregon Lodge No. 8, 
I. O. O. F., at Oregon City, in the county of Clackamas, from and 
after the passage of this act, shall be and they are hereby created a 
body corporate and politic, by the name and style of ** Oregon Lodge ` 
No. 3, I. O. O.-F.,? and by that name they and their successors 
shall have succession, and shall in law be capable of suing and being 
sued, pleading and being impleaded, answering and being answered 
unto, in all courts of law and equity whatsoever, and by name and 
style be capable of purchasing and receiving, by gift or otherwise, 
holding and conveying real estate for the benefit of said Lodge: pro- 
vided, that said corporation shall Aot at any one time hold property 
to an amount exceeding fifty thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. For the purpose of carrying into effect the object of 

“this act, the three highest officers of said Lodge shall always be, 
and they are hereby appointed trustees, to hold their offices as such 
in said Lodge, as appointed by said Lodge, and qualified from time 
to time. 

Sec. 3. "The'said corporation shall have power to make such 
by-laws and regulations as may be deemed necessary for the govern- 
ment of their concerns, and for the purchase and transfer of real 
estate. . 

Sec. 5. A certificate, under the seal of said corporation, that 
the said Lodge has been duly organized and recorded in the office of 
the clerk of the district court of Clackamas county, shall be evidence

‚Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Oregon, That there shail be established 1n the vicinity 
of the town of Ranier, in Columbia county, an institution of learn- 
ing, to be called ** The Ranier Seminary," and that Alexander S. 
Abernethy, John S. Hawkins, James Dobbins, George C. Roe, 
Ezekiel Harper, A. P. Minear, Charles E. Fox, Wesley Jeans, 
William Hutchins, John Campbell, Nelson Hoyt, E. M. Warren, 
A. T. Waller, Enoch Chapman, and Seth Catlin, and their asso- 
ciates and sucessors in office, are hereby declared to be a body cor- 
porate and politic in law, by the name and style of “ The Trustees 
of the Ramer Seminary.” . 

SEc. 2. "That said corporation shall have perpetual succession, 
and shall have power to acquire, receive, and possess, by donation, 
gift, or purchase, retain, and enjoy property, real, personal, and

stitution and by-laws for their government, to make and to carry 
into effect all necessary regulations for the management of their 
fiscal concerns, to appoint subordinate officers'and agents, to make, 
ordain, and establish such ordinances, rules, and regulations as they 
may judge necessary or expedient for the good government of said 
~ Institution, its officers, teachers, and pupils: prowdéd, that such 
ordinances, rules, and regulations shall not contravene the 
constitution of the United States nor the laws of this Territory. 

Sec. 8. That said trustees shall meet at least once every year, 
and shall manage the concerns of said institution as they shall con- 
sider most advantageous to the cause of education; that seven of 
their number shall form a quorum at any regular meeting for the 
transaction of business; said board of trustees shall elect one of 
their number to be president, and when it may be deemed advisable 
to add to the number of trustees, or become necessary to fill 
vacancies which may occur, by death, resignation, or otherwise, the 
annual conference of the’ Methodist Episcopal Church, within the 
bounds of which said' institution is located, shall elect such addi- 
tional trustees, and fill such occurring vacancies.

Within five days after the commissioners shall have 
determined upon the point for the re-location of the county-seat as 
hereinbefore provided, they shall report the saine, accompanied with 
3 full and explicit deseription of the point so selected, to the clerk 
of the county commissioners? court. 

It shall be the duty of the county commissioners’ court, 
or of the clerk of tho same, within five days after the commissioners 
shall have reported as provided for in the preceding section, to give 
notice thereof by causing notices to be posted up in at least one 
place of usual resort in each township in the county.

JOINT RESOLUTIONS. 


Wuereas, since the close of the last session of the Legislative 
Assembly of this Territory, a bill has passed the Congress of the 
United States, received the signature of the President, and become 
the law of the land, organizing the Territories" of Nebraska and 
Kansas,‘which has caused much excitement in the public mind, 
and which contains, in the estimation of this General Assembly, 
not only a vital principle of repubheanism, but one which is of 
the first importance to the people of the Territories and of the 
whole Union, as tendmg to remove from the halls of Congress 

, purely local and domestic questions, the discussion of which in that 
arena tends only to the excitement, agitation, and disorganization 
of the country—“ alienating one portion of this people from 
another ?— and threatening the stability of the Union; 

AND WHEREAS, notwithstanding the fact that the act which organ- 
ized the country which we* now represent embraced what is 
familiarly known as the “‘ Wilmot Proviso,” the members of this 
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Legislative Assembly, as freemen, representing the people .of a 
free Territory, deem it pre-eminently fit and proper that we 
should express our convictions, wishes, and determinations ; 

AND WHEREAS, since the adjournment of the last General Assembly 
of this Territory, other measures of great public concernment 
have either been enacted, proposed or agitated—measures and 
questions which affect, for weal or woe, tho people whom we 
represent, and the nation at large: therefore, . 
ist. Resolved, That this Legislative Assembly highly approve of 

the late act of Congress organizing the Territories of Nebraska and 

Kansas; that we hail its several provisions as straight-forward and 

manly, as soundly republican, and as an anvance step towards a 

full, complete and satisfaetory return to first principles and to 

constitutional law. ; 

2d. Resolved, That we greet with especial satisfaction that 
feature in the bill above referred to which interdicts the interference 
of Congress in the domestic affairs of the States, and which estab- 
lishes its inability to legislate slavery into or out of the organized 

Territories of the nation, but which leaves THE PEOPLE of the 

Territories free to choose and to control their own domestic 

institutions. 
9d. Resolved, That, in the judgment of this General Assembly, 

the people of this, or any other Territory of the nation, would 
stultify themselves if they were nof to acquiesce in the doctrine of 
tf aquakfer sovereignty ; and that, proclaiming the same judgment, 
the present inabitants of this Territory have lost none of the love of 
country, or of their capacity for self-government, in emigrating from 
the “States”? fo this coast, and are, therefore, as capable of, and 
vastly more interested 1n, choosing the laws and institutions which 
they need and will have for their government, than are the people of 

the States. t 
Ath. Resolved, That the people of this Territory “ask for 

nothing that is not clearly right, and they submit to nothing wrong; 

that we claim for ourselves what we freely concede to our brethren 
in the States—the right to decide for ourselves what we will ndopt, 
and what we will not adopt in the government of our local affairs, 

- 6th. Resolved; That,, entertaining the foregoing views, this 

Assembly has no sympathy for, 0 confidence in, the many-headed 

fanaticism of the North and East, but rather look upon it as 


“A monster of such hideous mien, 
That to be hated, needs but to be seen.” 


6th. Resolved, That the late act of the President of the United 
States, in yetoing the River and Harbor Bill, is pre-eminently 
worthy the Chief Executive of this nation, and justly merits the 
approbation of this Legislative Assembly, and of the country. 

Tth. Resolved, That the River and Harbor Bill referred to in 
the foregoing lesolution was, and would have been, had it been 
approved by the President, exceedingly obnoxious to the country, 
because it contained, amongst other objectional items, the following, 
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' io wit: For completing the custom house at Sau Francisco, 


$168,986 ; for the construction of an appraiser’s store on a portion 
of the custom-house square at San Francisco, $100,000; for 
surveying the public lànds and private land claims in California, 
$800,000; -for.running the northwestern line between the United 
States and Great Britain, from Lake of the Woods to the’ Pacific 
Ocean, and marking the fortieth parallel; $242,180; for continuing 
the work supplying the cities of Washington and Georgetown with 
water, $500,000; for completing the bridge over the Potomac river 
near the Little Falls, $74,000; for altering the streets, and repair- 
ing in front of the east wing cf the Patent Office, $14,259; and 
$390,000 to the State of California for the expenses of the govern- 
ment of said State from the period of its organization to its admis- 
sion into the Union.

ing and grasping exclusives of any and every portion of the country. 
9th. Resolved, That the great national and world-wide impor- 


tance of a railroad from the valley of the Mississippi to the Pacific ' 


coast demands that the Executive and Congress of the United States 


should use all the constitutional means witbin their power to secure . 


the building of said road at as early a day as practicable. 

10th. Resolved, That this Legislative assembly have learned 
with regret of the existence of a secret ofganization in the midst of 
the people of this Territory, composed of men styling themselves, or 
generally styled, f snownothings,” whose professed object is, 
through the force of their covert organization, and the power and 
effect of their secret machinations to overthrow one of the religious 
sects of the country, and to curtail the privileges, proscribe and 
persecute the adopted or naturalized citizens of the Territory and 
of the nation. 

ditb. Resolved, That we look upon such an organization as 
above alluded to, as not only tending to subvert the laws and policy 
of the government under which we have grown to be a great, pow- 
erful, wealthy and prosperous nation, but as impolitic and dangerous 
jn the extreme; and “that, unless timely checked by “the sober 
second thought of the people,” will lead to anarchy, to ciyil war, the 
overthrow_of-the government and the destruction of hberty.

, purposes, and lands selected for military posts, or within one mile 
thereof, or to any other land reserved for governmental purposes, 
unless the residence and cultivation thereot shall have commenced 
previous to the selection or reservation of the same for such 
purposes ; 

AND WHEREAS, many of the early emigrants to Oregon Territory, 
and many who arrived in Oregon since the passage of the donation 
law, have made selection of claims.under the provisions of the 
donation law, and, as far as possible, complied with all the pro- 
visions of said donation law, and expended large sums of money 

“in improving said claims in cultivation, erecting buildings, stores, 
mills, and machinery, that was absolutely necessary to mect the 
wants and necessities of the country, thereby in many instances 
making it necessary for the original settlers to donate or sell small 
parcels of land to accommodate and: encourage mechanics, mer- 
chants, and professional men, who do not hold adversely to the 
original settleys, but claim their title from them, thereby forming 
a small town or city ; à 

AND WHEREAS, many of the settlers have complied with all the pro- 
visions of the dopation law, and procured certificates of title from 
the proper officer ; j Me 

AND WHEREAS, the Commissioner of the General Land Office has 
returned some of said certificates to Oregon, deciding that lands 
occupied for town sites, and for purposes of trade and commerce, 
cannot be held by settlers under the donation law, and are 
reserved from settlement by the preemption laws of the United 
States ; : 

AND wHEREAs, the Supreme Court’ of the Territory of Oregon, ina 
late decision, declared that the preemption laws of June 22, 1838, 
September 4, 1841, and the act of May 28, 1844, were not 
applicable to, or operative in the Territory ‘of Oregon; 

AND WHEREAS, a large proportion of the valuable part of those 
claims upon which townsites have been located is in the hands of 
second holders, some of whom are non-residents, and holding by 
a succession of titles from the original proprietors, none of whom 
are holding adversely to the claimants under the donation law; 

AND WHEREAS, the settlers upon claims that the wants of the people 
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‘of Oregon required should be used for purposes of trade and com- 
merce, and town sites, have been greatly embarassed by the 
decision of the Commissioner of the General Land Office, and 
been prevented from perfecting the titles to their claims, and 
thereby rendered unable to make good,their bonds and agreements 
to parties to whom they have sold or donated lands and lots in 
good faith, thereby creating disappointment and embarrassment 
in their titles ;.

AND WHEREAS, the decision of the Supreme Court of the Territory 
of Oregon gives general satisfaction to the people of Oregon, who 
understood that the donation law opened all of the lands in Oregon 
to settlers, excepting only the lands reserved by it, and that the 
provisions of the donation law, if carried out, would work the 
greatest good to the greatest number: therefore,
